of the thousandth anniversary of 
the establishment 
of 
the Parlia­ 
ment of Iceland. 
A great influx of 
travelers is expected from all parts, 
of the world and the festivities will; 
continue 
for 
many 
months. 
At 
least 2,000 
visitors 
are expected 
from America. 
The ceremonies in 1 930 will re­ 
call the discovery of Iceland by the 
Vikings in 930, and the establish­ 
ment 
of 
a 
lawm aking 
body at 
Thingvellir. where for centuries the 
Icelandic farmers gathered to set­ 
tle their country’s affairs. 
Viking Republic 
The Norse Vikings founded a re­ 
public 
in 
Iceland, 
but 
later the 
Norse kings got a foothold in the 
island and still later Norway ced­ 
ed Iceland to Denmark. 
Since 1919 
Iceland has been an independent 
country, the union with Denmark 
being purely a personal one, as the 
King of Denmark is also the King 
of Iceland. 
The independence then 
won was the culmination of a long 
Rtruggle. the Danes at last yielding 
to the Icelandic demands for great 
er freedom. 
At present the rela 
tions between the two countries are 
good, and either has the right, after 
1943, to cut the cord which binds 
them. 
In the years 1870-1 900 Iceland­ 
ers settled 
in 
great 
numbers in 
Panada 
and 
the 
United 
S t a t e s , 
chiefly in Manitoba and South Do 
kkota, but since then have moved to 


various ports of North America.
